United States and Canada, 356,340 in U. S. and 15,745 in 

anada. Breaking down the production in June in the 

nited States the Department of Commerce reports that 
f the total of 454,487 there were 376,641 passenger cars 
Of which 357,651 went into the domestic market and 
19,990 were shipped abroad. This compares with a total 
Of 356,340 in June a year ago of which 294,182 were pas- 
Senger cars with 276,511 going into the domestic market 
and 17,671 being shipped abroad. In the commercial car 
division the United States production in June accounted 
for 77,846 units of which 64,449 went into the domestic 
market and 13,397 were shipped abroad. Last year in 
June the commercial car production in the United States 
totaled 62,158 units of which 50,390 went into the domestic 
market and 11,768 were shipped abroad. Production in 
Canada in June this year consisted of 13,126 passenger 
cars and 3,274 trucks bringing the output for the month 
to 16,400 units. This compares with 15,745 in June last 
year of which 12,276 were passenger cars and 3,469 were 
trucks.

United States and Canada. July production now seems 
to be headed well above the 400,000 mark which was the 
first estimate by ADN, as the current rate is holding near 
June levels. It now seems likely that there will not be 
much reduction in output until late in August, with the 
industry generally looking forward to one of the shortest 
change-over periods in history. This would mean that 
output would be stepped up sharply just before and fol- 
lowing the New York show in November so that a 2,000,- 
000 car last half seems at least conservative.

Seasonal reduction in production of pas- 


Output senger cars and trucks is expected in the 
Trend operations for this week with the total 
Seasonal placed at 96,674 units as compared with a 


revised estimate of 97,025 units during the 
week ended July 18. It is generally felt that this trend 
will continue but will not be accentuated until late in 
August. Studebaker, which is still closed for inventory, 
would have more than taken up the slack between this 
week and last had the company returned to production, 
but its output during the past week was confined to 
trucks only. Among the larger producers, such as Chev- 
rolet, Ford and Plymouth, the rate has been maintained 
steadily so far this month. Chevrolet output is estimated 
this week at about 30,000 units, with the total for the 
first 20 days of the month in the neighborhood of 87,500 
units. Ford is continuing its five-day schedule, which 
was resumed late last month after a shift to four days 
a week to balance stock in assembly plants. The output 
for Ford this month is expected to run about 100,000 
units and the weekly rate is put at about 24,000. Plym- 
outh is understood to be working at approximately the 
same rate that it set for itself at the start of the month 
which would be between 10,500 and 11,000 units a week, 
giving the company between 55,000 and 60,000 for the 
month.

With June sales reports available from 29 


June states it is now apparent that new pas- 
Sales senger car sales during that month 
Record reached a new high mark in the history of 


the industry. The states which have re- 
ported to date show a total of 180,443 units against 126,578 
units in the same states a year ago. This is an increase 
of 42.5 per cent over the 1935 mark. The 29 states already 
reported accounted for 45.1 per cent of the total of 
280,360 in June last year. If this same rate holds true 
this year the total for the month should run to about 
395,000 which would compare with the previous record 
set in June, 1929, when 386,398 units were registered. 
There is still a chance that June sales will exceed the 
May total this year of 397,190. This prediction was made 
early in May by ADN but early reports on June registra- 
tions made it seem that we had been over optimistic. 
Last year sales in July exceeded the June mark with the 
totals being 280,360 for June and 285,195 for July. It is 
not expected that this condition will be duplicated this 
year.

Commercial car and truck registration 


Truck reports from 29 states for June this year 
Sales show a total of 24,053 against a total of 
55,250 20,906 in the same states in June last year, 


an increase of 15 per cent. These states 
in the 1935 compilation accounted for 43.3 per cent of the 
total of 48,243 for the month. If this ratio holds true this 
year the June total will run approximately 55,250 units 
as estimated last week by ADN. This will be the highest 
June trucks registrations in the history of the industry 
and will exceed by a wide margin the previous record 
June of 45,114 set in 1929.

The labor situation in the steel industry, 
which holds considerable threat, through the dependence 
of automobile manufacturers upon that industry for sup- 
plies, seems improved, since the labor men seem dis- 
agreed as to who does what to who and for how much. 
In these days of political fervor, when many big men are 
mouthing small words and many small men are mouthing 
big words, it is difficult to get a true perspective. But 
peering through the smoke screens, the situation as a 
whole looks most favorable.
